On or before January 1. 1981 
the secretary apportioned these 
sums for the fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1838. 80 far, Congress 
has appropriated 138,000.000 of 
this leaving $200.000,000 still to 
be appropriated for the present 
year. Unless Congress acts on the 
President's recommendation be­ 
fore January 1. the Secretary of 
Agriculture will be required under 
law to apportion to the various 
States from the above itemised 
authorizations except the last 
three items which would be ex­ 
pended by the United States De­ 
partment of Interior. 
Xf ths proposal as made by the 
President should be adapted, Tex­ 
as would lose $12.090.000 of 1939 
Federal Aid which has been con­ 
sidered as a definite com m itm ent 
by the Texas Highway Commis­ 
sion in setting up the 1939 pro­ 
gram. T his would m ean the prob­ 
able elim ination of F arm -to-M ar- 
ket roads which are so badly need­ 
ed as well as a great reduction 
in grade separation work to say 
nothing of disrupting entirely the 
plans for construction of roads 
on Federal Aid system most of 
which would be to close up the 
gaps on the highway which is 
badly needed. 
In addition, if the rem aining 
1938 apporprlation should be re ­ 
duced. m any projects which the 
Highway Commission planned on 
putting under contract at once 
would be lost. The Federal Oov- 
ernm ent is today collecting more 
from th e highway users than is 
being returned to the States for 
road construction. In fact, since 
the enactm ent of the Federal Aid 
Law in 1916 up to Septem ber 30. 
1937. the Federal income from 
m otor vehicle tax*« has been ap­ 
proxim ately 
$107,000.000.

than the Federal expenditure for 
roads. On this basis the Federal 
Aid for roads should be increas­ 
ed rath er than decreased o th er­ 
wise the highway user who pays 
the bill is being unfairly taxed.
